I. Rejection of Claim 8 under 35 U.S.C. 112, 1st paragraph will not be maintained in light of 
amendment filed 2/3/00. "Oxyfluoride" has been insert onto page 4 line 20 of the specification 
from original claim 8. 

A vieiv of the new ground(s) of rejection is as follows: 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and 
distinctly claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

The examiner is unable to understand Exhibit A. Exhibit A should show results where the 
molar ratio of HF: FC1CH2 is about 100:1. However, the examiner unable to locate said results. 
Please clarify.
